‘This Is My Punishment,’ 
Convicted Man Calmly 
Says as Judge Thomas 

Sentences Him. 


Closely following exoneration of 
Jack Waldrip, who pleaded self -de- 


tense to a charge of murdering Leon- 


ard Lankford on Septemter 18 at 
1144 Garnett street, a jury in Fulton 
superior court Wednesday night con- 
victed Rogers Gilbert, jointly indict- 
ed with Waldrip, of involuntary man- 
slaughter in the same case. 

At the trial of Waldrip, the de- 
fendant admitted firing the shot 
which killed Lankford. Gilbert, on 
the stand Wednesday. denied any. 
connection with the killing of Lank- 
ford. 

Upon conviction of Gilbert. the 
jury sentenced him to imprisonment 
from one to five years. Judge E. D. 
Thomas pronounced the sentence. 

Gilbert received the sentence 
calmly. 

“I’m not guilty,” he stated, “but I 
was in bad company, and I guess this 
is my punishment.” 8 

The verdict was returned by the 
jury at 10:15 o'clock Wednesday 
night after three hours’ deliberation. 

Joe Ewing and J. O. Flint, attor- 
neys for Gilbert, announced they 
would file motion for new trial this 
‘morning. 

Gilbert was convicted within three 
weeks of the acquittal of Waldrip, in- 
dicted on a charge of murder in con- 
nection with the same case. At the 
time of his own trial, Waldrip said 
that he had killed Lankford. As a 
witness in Gilbert's trial, he supported 
Gilbert’s denial of being in the house 
hen the shooting occurred.

Suggestion that the governor and 
prison commission give careful 
thought to the advisability of re- 
storing the use of the lash as a dis- 
ciplinary measure in Georgia convict 
camps, is made in the report of a 
sub-committee of the house peniten- 
tiary committee, made public Wednes- 


day. 
Curtailment , of ‘the discretionary 
power granted convict camp wardens 


for methods of punishment and en- 


forcement of discipline, is recommend - 
ed. The sub-committee has made of- 
ficial inspection of the camps in Mus- 
cogee, Talbot, Harris, Pike and Up- 
son counties. 
The report states that, while no 
violation of the rules of the prison 
commission regarding forms of pun- 
ishment were found, nevertheless the 
systém in vogue in many of the camps 
is, in the committee’s judgment, even 
more cruel than the use of the lash. 
The report criticises the lack of uni- 
form regulations for punishment and 
believes that the devising of discip- 
linary methods should not be left to 
the discretion of the individual camp 
heads. f 

„It is our mature deliberation,“ 
the report concludes, that regulations 
for the enforcement discipline 
should be more definite and even 
more restricted than they are now. 
and left less to discretionary power of 
the individual camp head. ome re- 
form of this kind is, in our judgment. 
badly needed and should be brought 
about at once.” f 

The report also recommends that 
the governor and prison commission 


thoroughly consider whether it is not 


‘advisable to revert to the old system, 


under which convicts could be whipped 
for violation of camp regulations. 
The sub-committee is lavish in its 
praise for the food, ¢lothing, sanita- 
tion and general conditions at all the

The Georgia Society of Certified 
Public Accountants, in cooperation 
with the Atlanta convention bureau, 
are trying to get the 1926 conven- 
tion of the American Institute of 
Accountants for Atlanta. The invi- 
tatiop was extended at the recent 
convention held in Washington by 
Joel Hunter and William Roger. 

The president and the secretary 
of the American institute have now 
agreed to visit Atlanta, and on the 
evening of November 23 2 banquet 
will be tendered them by the Geor- 
gia society. It will be held at the 
Biltmore, and members from every 
section of Georgia will be present. 

It seems quite probable, there- 
fore, that Atlanta may have the 
privilege of entertaining the several 
hundred delegates, including their 
families, who may attend the Ameri- 
can institute's annual meeting next 
year. 

The institute was organized to 
unite the accountancy profession of 
the United States and to promote 
and to maintain high professional 
Standards; to advance the science of 
accountancy and to develop and im- 
prove accountancy education. The 
institute numbers more than 2,000 
members and associates. It has 
been active in raising the standards 


various states. Through its board 
of examiners it cooperates with the 
state boards of accountancy by pro- 


viding the sets of examination ques- |. 


tions to be propounded to candi- 
dates for registration as certified 
gublic accountants. It cooperates 
with more than 30 of the states in 
this manner. Through its commit- 
tee on federal legislation and its 
committee on state legislation, the 
institute and its predecessor organi- 
zations have been active in securing 
the enactment of accountancy laws 
Since the first one was adopted in 
New York state in 1896. 
The institute adopted a code of 
ethics for the guidance of its mem- 
bers and associates in general prac- 
tice, and has brought about a gen- 
eral adherence to its rules of con- 
duct. It maintains one of the larg- 
est libraries on accounting in this 
country, which is open not only to 
its members and associates, but to 
the general public. It publishes a 
monthly magazine, the Journal of 
Accountancy, and from time to time 
issues pamphlets and brochures on 
accountancy topics. Its recently 
organized bureau of public affairs is 
engaged in encouraging and enlarg- 
ing public service on the part of 
accountants in the belief that they 
are specially equipped to participate 
in local, state and national affairs. 
The Georgia.society is to be com- 
mended for the earnest effort it is 
making to bring this fine body of 
men from every state to Atlanta.

“When our troops marched into 
the square, with bayonets fixed and 
singing the Marseillaise, I knew there 
would be an end to.the uncertainty.

There was 
a time when Monsieur Viviani on a 
mission to America could exclaim on 
the floor of the Canadian parliament 
at Ottawa: The whole world is fill- 
ed with admiration for France.” The 
photo of dead Arabs in the old square 
at Damascus will, not fail to inspire 
quite different sentiments in many 
hearts. The scene is too vividly remi- 
niscent of pictures taken in the Bal- 
kans of similar barbarities; rows of 
dead mountain bandits executed by 
comitadjis or Macedonian irregulars, 
shot while raiding a Bulgar village. 
But on these photos in question the 
tricolor of the French revolution 
floats from the top of the Mairie. 
When the French arrived in Damas- 
cus, by designation of the League, but 
nét with the consent of the people of 
Syria, General Weygand said: “We 
come as the bearers of civilization, 
Our flag stands for freedom, equality 
and brotherhood. We want to show 
the world that France is the greatest 
moral force in the world today, now 
that German militarism has been ob- 
literated.

The Syrians. will agree to- 
day that we need not amalgamate 
the words German and militarism as 
if no other combinations were. pos- 
sible.

The emanci- 
pation of the national consciousness 
in Slavic countries has been a process 
of centuries. In that process the 
world war and the Russian revolu- 
tion were really but incidents that 
accelerated the historical process 
of emancipation. There is Still 
a strong Georman opinion today which 
sees in the present political condition 
of these lands nothing more than a 
sort of colonial status to France and 
the entente powers. Yet there is 
evidence aplenty, and that not always 
of the most pleasant character, like 
sweeping over Slavic lands, that the 
national spirit is growing stronger 
than ever.

The opinion so long 
held in Germany that the Slavs are 
an inferior race, an opinion that was 
the strong wave of anti-Semitism now 
exploited to the limit, must disappear 
in the face of awakening nationalism. 
And with it, no doubt, will disappear 
a good deal the. bitterness and 
hatred that has marked the relations 
between Teuton and Slav in the past.

The open fireplace burning wood, 
coal, oil or gas, of course having prop- 
er chimney connection. 
3. The warm air furnace—recircu- 
lating the air. 
The hot air furnace— having 
cold air intake from outdoors. : 
5. Radiators heated by hot water 
or steam. 
The open fireplace of course heats 
only the room where it is built. But 
such heat, radiant. heat, is more like 
the heat of the sun, which warms ob- 
jects, including our bodies, rather than 


the air 6f the room; the air is warm- 


ed only by indirect radiation of the 
heat by the fireplace lining and fix- 
tures and by the objects or the bodies 
of individuals in the room. Our an- 
cestors found a fireplace comfortable 
although the air temperature of the 
room was perhaps only 55 degrees F. 
An open fireplace is by no means the 
extravagant method of heating com- 
monly supposed, even though a large 
proportion of the heat goes up the 
chimney. It improves ventilation. It 
does not dry out the air as does a 
stove or radiator. 

Humidity is most readily regulated 
with the warm air furnace, which re- 
circulates a large volume of* moder- 
ately heated air. : 

The ordinary hot air furnace, with 
outside intake, cireulates a smaller 
volume of more highly heated air, 
which is humidified with more diffi- 
culty. 
„Either warm air or hot air system 
is preferable to radiator heating for 
the reason that warm or hot air heat- 
ing 18 most efficient when a fair de- 
gree of ventilation is provided—indeed, 
it is ventilation: the radiator heats 
best when there is little ventilation.

‘Red’ Grange Was Terror 


To High School Opposition 


Following is the seventh article of a series that tells the story of 
the life of Captain Red Grange, of lilinois, acclaimed as the great- 


est gridiron runner of the world.

Hurt Badly Twice. 


„J was never hurt in football very 
badly,” Red said, recently, except 
in that game and in the one at Min- 
nesota last season. After all, most 
injuries are either the result of pure 
chance or come about because the 
fellow who is injured is not playing 
his hardest.” 

Red’s team won all the rest of the 
games that fall and he continued to 
pile up his total of touchdown runs. 
His team won the.county champion- 
ship and his home town newspapers 
gave him more space than was given 
the president of the United States. 
In the big“ game of the year, 
against Downer’s Grove for the 
championship, Red made six touch- 
downs. 

“That game was a track meet,” 
smiled Grange. “Everybody was 80 
exhausted making long runs that we 
thought we'd pull the tackles back 
and let them carry the ball for 
awhile.” 

With the football season over and 
his swan song sung as a prep grid- 
iron star, Red gave his entire atten- 
tion to basketball. That winter he 
shot 78 baskets for a total of 156 
points. He made most of the “all” 


teams selected. In the spring he was 
on the track and left several records 
for high school boys to shgot at. His 
mark in the hundred was 102-5; in 
the high jump, 5 feet 11 inches; and 


in the running broad, 22 feet 3 inches. 


During the track seasons he had 
made numerous visits te Urbana to 
compete in the University of Illinois 
interscholasties. A couple of his good 
friends were in the university, par- 
ticularly George. Dawson, football 
quarterback. 


Met In Wheaton. 


Dawson and Red had become ac- 
quainted in Wheaton as boys by 
throwing stones at each other. Daw- 
son was bigger and older than Red. 
and it was not for some time that 
he permitted the older boy ‘to ap- 
proach very close to him. Several 
encounters had taught him the value 
of speed to avoid danger. One day 
they met where there were no stones 
available and a quick getaway was 
impossible, The result was that Red 
was taken as a prisoner up to the 
old orchard where about 15 of the 
854 boys and their place to play 

all. 


If there was one place I de- 
velaped any athletic ability, it was 
in that orchard,” Grange said. Every 
Saturday we met there and just about 
killed each other in a football game, 
a track meet, or a baseball game.

military dead and marred by 2 ecol- 
lapse in the stuffy room of the wife 
of Major Géheral Robert L. Howze, 
president of the court—was testi- 
mony, confusing in nature, but ap- 
parently proving ‘Mitchell's conten- 
tion that the army and navy know- 
ingly stifled aviation development. 
For the first time during the court- 
martial, the navy came in direct con- 
tact with the trial. An augmented 
prosecutor’s staff drew fire from Rep- 


resentative Reid, chief of Mitchell’s 
counsel, with the result that Captain 
A. W. Johnson, naval officer and 
prospective defense witness, was 
ordered from his place with the prose- 
cution and excused from the court 
room, 
Roosevelt Brought In. 

Then, later, the name of Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt, former assistant 
secretary of the navy, crept into the 
proceedings. 

‘Correspondence in 1924 between 
Roosevelt and General Patrick, head 
of the army air service, was intro- 
duced for the purpose of proving al- 
leged collusion between the army and 
navy in participating in the annual 
air races. 

Roosevelt, in letters read by Major 
Hubert R. Harmon, junior aide to the 
president and brother of General Mil- 
lard F. Harmon, of the general staff, 
proposed that the army and navy air 
services should be regarded as “‘sis- 
ter services,’ and in such light should 
exchange racing planes rather than 
attempt building new ones of greater 
speed, a suggestion eagerly unced 
upon by Mitchell as proof t at the 
two departments ‘were “‘stifling” air- 
craft development. Patrick, it develop- 
ed, agreed with Roosevelt ‘and the de- 
partments did exchange racing planes 
and agreed that there should be an in- 
terchange of devices, designs or air- 
planes showing greater speed. 


Hit Anti-Aircraft Fire. 


The defense again directed its at- 
tack on the effectiveness of anti-air- 
craft gunfire. Captain B. V. Baucom, 
American “ace,” who, with his pilot, 
Lieutenant Williams, in 100 hours of 
flying over enemy lines in France dur- 
ing the world war, downed more enemy 
planes than any other American flier, 
testified ground firing. against air- 
craft “is absolutely ineffective.” 

He told the court that he had been 
subjected to anti-aircraft gun fire vir- 
tually all of the 100 hours he was in 
the air, that he flew as low. as 500 
feet over his own front, and as low as 
10 to 15 feet over enemy Iines in 
what he described as head popping” 
flights. That, he said, was the answer 
to ‘the effectiveness of ground fire. 

Bears Out Mitchell Charges. 

Baucom bore out Mitchell’s charge 
that the air service is jeopardized by 
lack of competent airplane mechan- 
ics. He characterized the mechanic 
problem as “most complex and irri- 
tating, saying that it is difficult to 
get good mechanics in the army for 
$21 a month when they can_ get $10 
a day in civilian pursuits. Those se- 
cured, he added, were lost to the fliers 
a great part of the time, because they 
were assigned to other duties, even 
acting as kitchen police“ at times. 

„We have 132 mechanics,” he said, 
„and out of that number there are 
only four or five real mechanics. This 
situation is bound to jeopardize the 
lives of fliers.’’ 

General Howze, as with other wit: | 
nesses who scoffed at the effective- 
ness of ground fire on planes, raked 
Baucom over the coals in a staccato- 
like cross-examination. 

Doesn’t Believe Reports. 

“Don’t you know that 28 French 
planes are reported to have been shot 
down by Riffian ground fire?’ asked 
Howze in one of his questions. 

“T don’t believe the reports,” 
Ba ucom.
